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Library activity in the 3 libraries continued on an even higher levol than 
hast year, with a total circulati n of 160,348 and a total recorded attendance 
of ;38,4:1 readers. i:.co i ont of the reading roona nro open nholf reading 
roans the actual use miio of the hooks in many tines greater than t .at shown by 
■the recorded circulation statistics. Those figures leave no doubt that the students 
fere now using the library thoroughly, as has boon indicated all year by tho 
well-fill reading rooms and the increased use of tho stacks and browsing areas* 

This increaned uso is root apparent in tho Rutherford Library where tho 
circulation was 2 »!> high or and the ntten nnco 3G;a iy.hor than last year. The 
library nt tho Calgary branch reports an increase of 59^ over last year’s 
buemtanoe* 

Tho uso rado of tho Library during tho suiirer so colon was tho heaviest 
on record. To relievo the strain on tho education library, a number of tho 
largest Education classes worn scheduled at tho north end of the Go-pus, and 
tiie looks circulated from tho Rutherford Library. 'The Rooorvs boon and tho 
'to dn’ -roa wore kept open during tho evenings and very heavy uso was wade of 
loth. There can bo no doubt that tho Funner School students also have aiscoverod 
and are noting full uso of the ii.proved service wo nro now able to offer. 

Tho re-organisation of tho- various departmenta and reading roona, begun 
during our first year in the new quarters, has continued* finplifioation of 
routiaoa and standardization of forms, and the stroa: -lining of library processes 
huvo boon aarried out. itafr nanunls have been prepared to incrauo efficiency 
and to give continuity to tho e irinistrution of the various departments* The 
purehosing and distribution of all supplies has boon ce .tralired under the order 
pspartnont.

The temporary arrangement of 
books under two clue ifications cooossitated by this pro. oao, la caking increased 
fork for the Circulation department and difficulties for stack users, but tho 
Mod for the change from tho old Cutter system was so apparent and pressing

Over shadowing all other activities of the past year in this department 


has been the reclassification project. On April 8, 1952, the Cutter classific¬ 
ation - loivq inadequate and out-dated - was officially discontinued, and now 
books in all subjects are now boing classified according to the library of Congress 
scheme• During the year all the bound files of Journals in the library hava been 
reclassified, and a start has been make on the books in the Radical Heading Hoorn. 

With the addition to the regular staff of two full-tins staff members, and 
student assistants equivalent to 2* full-time assistants the work ha3 progressed 
in a highly satisfactory manner. Great credit is duo to the Chief Cataloguer, Hr. 
Pool, and his assistant Hiss Carol nicks for their ea.tre.noly efficient organization 
and direction of the undertaking. To date 26,125 volumes have been reclassified. 


The year’s work of the department included 10,360 volumes accessioned; 

9,552 volumes catalogued (including 1,014 bound journals); 20,600 volumes 
reclassified; 38,595 volumes lettered; 1,685 withdrawn; and 52,942 cards typed. 
This Is a most creditable record. 

Reference dap^rtmvnt, Porloclicslg and Binding 

This department provides general reference service to staff and students 
including inter-library loan service for the faculty. It is responsible for the 
microfilm and . icrocard equipment, maps, pamphlets and documents, and for the 
Rsre book collection, including the Kutherford Canadians collection. It is also 
responsible for the ordering end circulation of currant periodicals, and tho 
binding of took3 end journals for the entire library. 


During the session 1952-53 tho use of tho main Kaference Reading Room has 
alr.ost doubled, with an attendance of 64,899 as compared with 55,63? last year. 


Tho use made of the Periodical Reading Room has more than doubled, with an 
increase of 121,a in attendance and of 16U,i in circulation. This indicates that 
the students have now discovered and aro making good use of tho valuable reference 
material in current journals which in tho old library were not easily accessible 
to than. 


Until the move to the new building the Library was not able to acquire or 
maintain a documents collection because of lack of space, Since iiay 1951 we have 
been netting up such a collection, and during tho past year tho building up 
of tack files as well as the acquisition of current documents has gone steadily' 
orv.’ard, Our collection will consist largely of Canadian documents with selected 
series of British and American. A complete set of Official Records of tho United 
stionss Organizations was purchased during tho year and is now being indexed and 
Prepared for u 3 e. 


A collection of University Archives has also boon organized under the 
o lowing heads: Thosoa; iifcaff publications; Calendars; Examination Papers; 
atew ay files; New Trail files; Alberta folklore Collection. 


, During tho year 1,228 current journal subscriptions wore plucod (an increase 

® VQI? last jroar); 2,326 journals and books were bound or rebound as compared with 
0 ‘ u 1 Tn 1251-52. The intorlibrary loan service was slightly increased over that 
gj y efir with 156 itiaos loaned to other libraries, 136 books borrowed and 
hicrofiiEg or photostats secured for members of the teaching staff. The

This department has borne the brunt of the inconvenience caused by the roclass- 
Icution of the book collection and tho tenporary re-arr ngement of the l ooks under 
l0 systems. It takes the staff longer to locate books, it is difficult to teach new 
iaistanta how to find and shelve books, and :auch time is spent in helping stack 
nj-r to loc :to the hooka they need, but it is a burden willingly borne since it i3 
all::ed that it is for tho ultimate advantage of both staff and borrowers. 

Circulation during the year from tho Reserve Room was £8,197; from the stacks 
id Browsing area, 20,629; - a total of 64,726 as compared with 51,068 during 1951- 
!. an increasa of 25;4. 

Attendance for the year was: Reservo Room 60,063; Browsing Area 13,224; Stack 
iers numbered 5,283 - a total attendanco of 70,676 as compared v/ith 43,790, showing 
i increase of 57,*>.
